A DETECTIVE'S TESTIMONY 


A M E R IC A N FOOLISHNESS ABOUT 
SU B SID IE S. 


A febort time ago M r. William E . 
Cm tie, delivered tn eddret s before th® 
Spanisb-American commercial union, in 
u h u h be bad somethiLg wite to say in re­ 
gard to subsidies. W hat M r. Curtis had to 
say on this subject is worthy of special 
note because of its vast im p o rta n t to 
American commerce. The Gazette, there­ 
fore, begs its readers to thoroughly con­ 
sider the points M r. Curtis makes in th e 
portion of the address leprcduccd in this 
impression of the paper. 
M r. C urtis said: “ Is thete any great 
wrong in affording the merchants of 
New York facilities for transportation to 
th e Sooth American ports than in fu r­ 
nishing the same t o the merchants of 
Evansville, Indiana, or the planters of 
the Chatahoohie, or the market gardeners 
along Chesapeake, or the sum m er visitors 
at buzzard's Bay or Bar Harbor ?’* 
M r. Curtis then gave a few very strik ­ 
ing illu stra to rs, which ere ss follows: 
D aring the last y eir the poatofliae de­ 
parting ut paid SI 1,500 for the transpor­ 
tation of malts on the rivets of Arkansas, 
and only $13,715 for the transportation of 
m ails to Japan; $54,701 on the rivers of 
W ashington territory, sud coly $12,50.3 
to all the Asiatic aud Australian ports. 
W e paid $79,637 for carrying the mails 
on the rivers of Flonde, but only $47,- 
997 for tending them to all Centnd and 
South America and to the entire West 
Indies, with the exception of Havana. 
We paid $20,879 on the Ohio Hirer, be­ 
tween Paducah and Louisville; $101,5ft; 
to subsidise stage-coachts in Nevada; 
$239,568 in W ashington Territory, $163- 
893 m Idaho, and $117,000 in Colorado, 
and bn! $86,890 to encourage American 
steam ers all over the w orld.
